IOTORY FOR LOCAL STEAMSHIP. 
The people of Los Angeles, as well as 

the Les Angeles Pacific Navigation Com- 
peny,are to be congratulated on the success 
obtained in securing the release of the 
West Hixton so that it may make its con- 
templated voyage to the Oriert from this 
port. It required a visit from representa- 
tives of the company and the Chamber of 
Commerce to Admiral Benson, 
of the United States Shipping Board, to 
overcome the order of the board's district 
director at San Francisco; but the result 
is highly satisfactory to those concerned in 
the upbuilding of Los Angeles Harbor. Not 
only was Admiral Benson convinced of the 
desirability of aiding publicepirited citi- 
zens here in extending our trade on the 
Pacific, but a New York company bas d. 
verted to this port a large shipment of 
steel which will complete the steamer’s 
cargo for the Orient. Therefore, though 
annoyance and some loss probebly followed 
the interference by the San Francisco of- 
ficial, it is not unlikely that actual benefit 
will come to the harbor. ~~ 

One cannot help feeling that the original 
order forbidding the loading of the freight- 
er here was based on a desire to help San 
Francisco at the expense of Los Angeles. 
Naturally enough the officials of the Los An- 
geles Pacific Navigation Company could not 
accept the instruction without making a 
strong protest and they showed admirable 
energy in taking steps to have it canceled. 
The company has spent a large sum of 
money in establishing and maintaining 
agencies on both sides of the Pacific and 
in preparing the way for a considerable 
expansion in commerce. Admiral Benson, 
by his action in turning the West Hixton 
back to the local company. shows that the 
United States Shipping Board appreciates 
the good work done by the Los Angeles 
men composing the company and gives 
them the impression that they may expect 
fair treatment in the future. The San Fran- 
cisco official may hesitate before he makes 
a second attempt to divert trade from this 
port to the Golden Gate. 


OUBTFUL LOANS. 

New York financiers, who recently 
snapped up a $20,000,000 Norway govern- 
ment loan because it offered & per cent in- 
terest on the investment, are in a fair way 
to be taught a needed lesson. There are 
reports of soviet activities in that country. 
According to recent British cables Norway 
is financially sound, but mentally tainted 
by Bolshevism. The country is in condition 
to repay that loan, provided the people 
want to repay it. But national debts have 
come to be regarded in the light of debts 
of honor. If a government repudiates its 
obligations the only way to enforce pay- 
ment is for another government to make 
coHectiong by asserting the right of the 
strongest. 

For several months Norway has been in- 
clining towards Bolshevism. It has been 
infested by Russian Reds, and their infiu- 
ence is apperent. Christiania bas been one 
of the distributing stations for the prope- 
ganda of the Third Internationale. Norway 
has recognized the Lenine government and 
the taint of radicalism has been apparent 
in recent national policies. 

In the first peace terms proposed by the 
Lenine government with Poland ft was 
stipulated that the working classes of Po- 
land should be armed and formed into a 
proletariat militia, AND THAT THIS MI- 
LITIA SHOULD BE JOINTLY co. 
TROLLED RY THE RUSSIAN AND NOR- 
WEGIAN GOVERNMENTS. That article 
was deleted by the Russian censor in the 
report of the peace terms which was kur 
nished to the Allied governments; but it 
Was given out later by the Polish commis- 
sioners. It has been withdrawn since the 
great Red debacle before Warsaw; but it 
indicates clearly both the intent of the 
Lenine government to sovietize Poland and 
the rapprochement between the Norwegian 
and Russian governments.

After discovering the Coronado 
Islands and what is now San Diego 
Bay, he found Santa Catalina and 
San Clemente Islands, which he 
named for his two ships. It was 
on October &, the day following this 
last discovery, that he sighted, ac- 
cording to his log, the beautiful har- 
bor which he called Bahia de los 
Fumos, or the Bay of the Smokes, 
because clouds of smoke were float- 
ing out over it.

During the World War three bean 
crops in Madagascar accumulated 
in warehouses on that island, but 
last year, when shipping was avail- 
able, this immense accumulation 
was purchased at low prices. and 
80,000,000 pounds of Madagascar 
lima beans were imported into this 
country in 800,000 sacks of 100 
pounds each. 

UNFIT FOR FOOD NOW. 

Tt is understood by bean growers 
in California that there are today 
in warehouses in New York 200,000 
sacks of these wormy beans, which 
should be condemned by govern- 
ment inspectors as unfit for human 
consumption, but against which 
large brokerage houses there have 
been unable to secure government 
action. 
The growers of navy beans arc 
handicapped by the low bean tariff 
just as the lima beans growers, for 
Korea, Japan and Manchuria are 
now shipping immense quantities of 
navy beans to this country.

who buy beans abroad. 

For the purpose of protecting 
American labor, a Chinese Exclusion 
Act was parsed several years ago 
Under the terms of this act, Cali- 
fornia farmers could not employ 
coolies to cultivate their beans, even 
if thew desired to do so. But these 
same farmers are subjected to the 
compétition of the beans cultivatec 
by coolie labor in Chinese and Man- 
churian territory. It boots little to 
keep the coolies out if the product 
of coolie labor ig to be brought here. 
free of duty. 

Chinese and Manchurian beans 
are now offered for sale in Califor. 
mia markets from 2 to 4 cents de- 
low the actual cost of production on 
California farms, where white labor 
is employed and American stan 
of living are observed. 

Most of the foreign beans non 
being imported are not handied by 
machinery. but are hand-picked by 
women, children and old men— the 
carele@s and unsanitary cheap labor 
of the Orient. The beans are not 
cleansed or washed in any way. 
from the time they leave the Mada- 
gascar or oriental sheds until they 
reach American kitchens.

It went around the race track 
at Belmont faster than Man 0“ War 
ever traveled. It spread over the 
golf linka at Roslyn, outwinging the 
speediest drives. The crowd assem- 
bling at the Polo Grounds for the 
Cubs-Giants’ game fanned it like the 
wildest wild-fire. Telephone ex-

CURING TOUGH KIDS 
BY EARLY CURFEW. 


“There's no such thing as a bad 
boy!" declared Police Recorder John 
B. Lander of West Orange, N. J. 
“Boys are full of mischief and pep 
(and the judge himself is brimming 
with the latter quality even though 
he has passed his seventieth 
stone) but they're not really bad. 

“Bo therefore I wouldn't send any 
boy to a reformatory if I could help 
it,” the judge went oa, and there- 
foré I am trying out my new system 
of punishment for minof infractions 
of the law.” 

Judge Lasder its the man who has 
devised what seems to be the most 
Rhatmiess, yet one of the most em- 
cient, treatments for the tough kid 


who breaks windows, turns over fruit 

stands, sets fires and does the other 

usual stunts. The punish- 
te thie: 


Instead of befpg out with 
bunch after school hours, a 
again after supper, the young often- 
der in West Orange ts sentenced to go 
straight home from echodil, get his 
lessons before the evening meal be- 


im these daylight-saving days, the 
Other kids steal bases and slug 
home runs and their joyous shouts 
reach the ears of young Benny 
Poy Bandit, but he can't join them. 
He's in bed—and they know it. A 
little later in the evening he can hear 
the excited chatter of his own par- 
ticular outfit as they Start down the 
street for the movies.

There 
have been quite a few reforma- 
tlons—and no boy that ever was 
Sentenced to the 6:30 curfew has 
— appeared before me a second 
timé, 

“The loss of boyhood’s best privi- 
leges, the fun that comes after school 
and in the early evening, is much 
more telling to an offender than & 
Sehtende to the réeformatory would 
be, and while he is in this kind of 
Gurance he isn't learn the evil 
things he would be in reform- 


atory.” 

When Judge Lander has before 
him a lad Who has deen arrested for 
a juvenile offense, he summons the 
boy's parents as well. He asks all 
hands how they would like te have 
a jail sentence handed out. The re- 
sult is invariably a lot of wéeping by 
the younger prisoner and his mother 
(sometimes father, too) d a plea 
tor clemeticy. 

Then the “eurfew” is put on the 
boy, a i & period of a month. 
Each w he must appear in 
court with a Written report from his 
parents that he has been promptly 
put to bed at 6:30, and a report from 
his school-teacher that he has be- 
haved himself in Classe. 

If the parents fall to do their duty 
in the matter of curfewing the young- 
ster, Judge Lander finds it out and 
siaps a $6 fine on the father. Of 
course, as he gays, there's a chance 
that any higher court would reverse 
him on this procedure—but {ft hasn't 
been done yet. Sixteen boys are now 
undergoing his treatment. 

He tries to make the fatherae (most 
of them foreign-born employess of 
the Edison plant) be pals te their 
sons, ahd take them to the movies 
and ball games and so on, and thus 
far he has had a wonderful success 
in reforming the young mischievous 
set of the.Jersey town.—[New York 
World.

HARD TO STEER. 


If thie is not done the parts will 
get dry and rust and steering begins 
to be difficult. You must turn the 
front wheels by first overcoming thw 
friction of the rusty parts. In time 
these rusty parte break. One of the 
commonest causes of hard steering 
is due to a stiff steering knuckle. 
The steering knuekle is part of the 
front axle that moves and permits 
the wheels io be turned. 

There are two knuckles and they 
must move very freely. It is neces- 
sary to lubricate the*knuckle or so- 
called king pins every day. Grease is 
effective if sufficient pressure is used 
to force it to the rubbing surface;

eapectally the black adobe, is rich io plaat 
food. and needs but to be put ia proper 
physical condition to produce abundant!r 
of fruits and flowers, cereals or cabbages. 
Rich stable manure is not needed so much 
as the rotting straw usually mixed with 
such manures. Therefore, instead of 
burning weeds or other organic rubbish, 
turn it into the soll and increase the 
amount as fast as you can, not forgetting 
annual liming. If you lime enough. and 
thoroughly work the soil over and over. 
you profitably use planing mil! saw- 
dust and sbav Constant cropping and 
stirring of adobe soil will of itself finally 
ring it into a friable condition. After 
once conquered, no soll is better for gen- 
eral garden purposes. 

High Class Shrubs. 
Many inquiries come as to best shrubs 
general garden use. and the size or 
heights they naturally attain. Beginning 
at the lowest, Cotoneaster adpressa is the 
fattest of shrubs, while C. horizontalis is 
but little taller: nor is C. mycrophylia or 
C. rotundifolia. All make good bank or 
terrace covers, or, the prostrate juniper 
ma be used instead.

Alkali in Soils. 


To the chemist, alkali is a well-defined 
substance, but to the student of solls it ix 
any soluble salt or salts sufficiently con- 
centrated to prove injurious to plant life.

CENTER DISCUSSES 
GROWING OF FIGS. 


TERRA BELLA—Two pertinent facts 


brought out at the last meeting of the Terra 
Bella Farm Center were that figs require 
less water than any other fruit tree grown 
in California and that Congress should put 
a protective tariff on figs from the Adriatic 
countries. Speaking of the leading varieties 


of figs grown here, Farm Adviser C. M. 
Conner stated that the Calimyrna is a shy 
bearer, slow grower, needs caprifying, 
brings the highest price, and as a confec- 
tion is par excellence. The White. Adriatic 
is used for bakery purposes where the ap- 
pearance of the fig is not a factor in selling. 
The Kadota fig is the heaviest cropper and 


The Mission and the Kadota are not subject 
as a rule to these difficulties... 

Because of its deep root, the fig tree re- 
quires -little .water, it was pointed out. 
Sandy loam, with some clay, ts the best soil. 
According to Mr. Conner, there is danger 
of souring and splitting on adobe soils. On 
the other hand there is danger of knot root 
if the fig is planted in very sandy soll. Two 
or three irrigations per season is sufficien 
after a fig is two or three years old. W. 
Clark of Sultana, who has been unusually 
successful with Kadota figs, does not recom- 
mend summer plowing.

One of the mc most remarkable dairy cows 
im the world from point of quality of prod. 
uct combined with individual merit has just 
added new taurels to her credit. Princess 
et Meadowbrook, an advanced registry 
Guernsey cow owned by the Elliott-Brant 
Rancho, Owensmouth, has this remarkable 
record: At the age of 8 years she pro- 
duced over 7% tons of milk in one year, 
sold for over $2000, incidentally 
making an official record, supervised by the 
University of California, of 725 pounds of 
butter fat, which, at the time, was the best 
record of the breed for any So 
West. At the age of 12 years she w 
awarded first prize and was made senior 
champion and grand champion cow at the 
California State Fair by one of the best- 
known dairy cattle judges in the world. 
That same year her mitk and the cream 
from her milk, were sent to the National 
Dairy Show in Chicago, both receiving the 
highest scores ever given, and the first 
and only 100 per cent score ever given, 
these awards being made by United States 
government officials. At the Liberty Fair 
held in Los Angeles her milk also won first 
prize being awarded the highest score that 
had ever been given, up to that time.
